DO FISHES SUFFER PAIN? 


Apparently Not, Though They Are Ia Many 


Kespects Sensitive. 


All fishes have nerves, and iu some 


respeota fishes are extremely sensitive. 
A iish.that has bnriod itself in sand or 
mud so completely that only tho tip of 
its tail fin is above the bottom will feel 
upon the slightest touch and" instantly 
dart out of its sandy bed. A fiali is very 
sensitive to movements iu the water 
surrounding it. A shadow falling upon 
tho water will startle a fish into flight. 
But sensitive as fishes are iu some re- 
spects,'it is probable that they-do not 
suffer pain from injuries received. 


Fishes aro extremely sensitive at the 


nose. A fish that had in pursuit of prey 
run ita uo.se against a rock might shako 
ita haad violently, perhaps in pain, but 
fishes sustain serious injuries from ac 
tual wounds without showing any indi 
cation of pain. In fact, tho indications 
tend-to Hhow that they do not suffer. 


A fish that has been hooked by au 


angler, but baa escaped, perhaps carry- 
ing off a hook in its mouth, may a few 
minutes afterward bite again at an- 
other hook. 
Such instances are not iu- 


fi-aqueut. In. such cases the hook would 
probably be concealed by the bait and 
tho fish would not be likely to see it, 
but tho fact that it is ready to take the 
bait shows, that it is continuing to feed, 
which it would scarcely be liko to do if 
it svewi suffering great paiu. A shark 
from whoso body all tho viscera had 
been romovoil lias continued to feed. 


Sensitive an fishes fti'o about the nnso, 


many rf then; use the nose iu pushing 
fitouett aud gravel about in building a 
nest for tho female to spawn iu. Tho 
salmon notoriously of ten wears ita snout 
down to tbo bona iu excavating u'cavity 
for ;\ uest, inirl often it wears oil its tail 
to a mere stub iu brushing _ out stones 
anil gravel.

Their Ingenuity. 


Just why inventive genius and galII 


bility should go together it is hard to 
say. Certain it is that inventors are tin 
most guileless individuals in their deal 
ings with others on business matters 
and fall easy victims to the spiders who 
lie in wait for such flies. The list o: 
clever men who walk today while those 
who ride-owe their luxury to the other 
man's genius and'their own shrewdness 
is an interesting pno. Hera are a few 
cases picked haphazard from the ohrou- 
iolo of inventions that failed to benefit 
the inventor, or, at least, produced for 
him a little of what was his duo. 


It is not necessary to bo very old to 


remember when hooks wero first put in 
men's shoes in place of holes in order to 
save timo in lacing tbe shoo at the top, 
This w«a tbe brilliant idea of an invent 
or to whom it should bave brought a 
tor-tone.' It would havo done so had he 
been a shrewd business ruati. Being 
merely an inventor, be hadn!t sense 
enough to keep his idea to himself until 
the patent office padlock bad secured it 
aga'ilist theft. In tho innocence of bis 
nature tho inventor confided the idea to 
n friend while crossing the North river 
ferryboat, and tho friend hardly waited 
for the boat to tie up in Jersey City be- 
fore lio excused himself, started back to 
Now York and went on a dead run for 
a patent lawyer in order to have tbe 
idea secured for his own especial beuo- 
llt. Another man is known today as the 
inventor of tho lace hooks. He owns a 
splendid house and is wealthy., The 
oonfldiug inventor got nothing. 


Tho inventor of a patent stopper for 


beer bottles, something that had long 
been wanted by tho trade, sold the in- 
vention for $10,000 to a man who recog- 
nized its money making value. The 
purchaser is now worth $5,000,000, all 
of which he made from the patent stop- 
per. Out of tho goodness of bis heart be 
presented the original owner of tho 
patent with $80,000, so that this man 
got $40,000 in all for his $5,000,000 
idea. To give some notion of tho~valuo 
of patent rights on this bottle stopper 
tbo price came down from $1 to 0 and 7 
cents a gross, and even at this euorrnou 
reduction a good profit oan bo made. 


This last inventor was treated will 


princely generosity, however, in com 
parison with the genius who devised 
pooketbook clasp in tbo shape of inter 
looking horns with balls at tbe one 
which snapped shut with a single pres 
sure. The idea was afterward applied to 
gloves and became vory innoh in favor 
The inventor relinquished his prize fo 
the magnificent reward of a kidney stow 
dinner and 50 cents, the latter having 
been advanced by the purchaser to pay 
tho inventor's expense from Newark to 
New York. Tbe man who secured tbo 
idea and patented it afteAreating the 
inventor iu the royal manner mentioned 
made a big fortune by bis shrewdness. 
What became of tbo inventor is not 
known. —Exchange.
